2. ADDITIONAL DUTCH COMMENTS ON NATO MINISTERIAL 

THE DUTCH FOREIGN MINISTRY'S NATO DIRECTOR TOLD EMBASSY 
THE HAGUE THAT THE DUTCH HAD COME AWAY EROM THE NATO 
MINISTERIAL WITH A GLOOMY REELING BECAUSE OF ITS FAILURE 
TO BRING ABOUT ANY SUBSTANTIAL AMELIORATION OF THE EXIST-

3. HIGH POINT IN US-ALGERIAN RELATIONS 

USINT ALGIERS REPORTS THAT THE SECRETARY'S VISIT HAS RE- 
SULTED IN ALGERIAN PUBLIC ENDORSEMENT OF THE SECRETARY'S 
PEACEMAKING EEEORTS, AND BROUGHT US-ALGIERIAN RELATIONS 
TO THEIR HIGHEST POINT IN MANY YEARS. IN A PRESS CON- 
EERENCE, EOREIGN MINISTER BOUTEELIKA SAID THE SECRETARY 
IS SEEKING "TO EIND A JUST AND DURABLE PEACE" IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST, AND UNDERLINED ALGERIA'S PUBLIC SUPPORT EOR 
THOSE EEFORTS. WHILE ALGERIA HAS NOT CALLED EOR A LULL 
RENEWAL OE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, USINT EEELS THE STATE- 
MENTS MARK A NEW STAGE IN RELATIONS, AND THESE ARE SEEN 
AS A SIGN THAT ALGERIA WISHES TO STRENGTHEN BOTH THE

4. JAPANESE REACTION TO KISSINGER ENERGY PROPOSAL 

THE SECRETARY'S ENERGY PROPOSAL, OUTLINED IN HIS PILGRIM 
SOCIETY SPEECH IN LONDON, HAS BEEN GREETED WITH MIXED RE- 
ACTIONS BY JAPANESE OEEICIALS IN TOKYO. CHIEE CABINET 
SECRETARY NIKAIDO SAID THE PLAN REQUIRED EURTHER CLARIEI- 
CATION, AND THAT JAPAN WOULD STUDY IT CAREEULLY, BUT ADDED 
THE GOVERNMENT WOULD BE UNABLE TO EXPRESS APPROVAL FOR IT 
PENDING THE RETURN OE SPECIAL ENERGY ENVOY MIKI FROM HIS 
MIDDLE EAST TRIP. EOREIGN MINSITER OHIRA SAID THE PLAN 
MUST BE STUDIED IN A POSITIVE MANNER, BUT NOTED THAT A 
NUMBER OE POINTS REMAIN TO BE CLARIEIED. MINISTRY OE 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE AND INDUSTRY VICE MINISTER YAMASHITA 
WELCOMED THE PLAN AS LONG RANGE PROPOSAL BUT OBSERVED IT 
WOUD NOT HELP JAPAN SOLVE ITS IMMEDIATE PROBLEMS.
